Petersburg in three hours and 23 
minutes. Lieut. Hinton had planned 


to continue on to Cuba in the after- 
noon, but the port motor needed 
some minor repairs. Unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs, we will hop 
off this morning, the first stop being 
Matanzas, Cuba. 

Port Motor Stops. 

When we were 70 miles off the 
coast of Florida the port motor sud- 
denly stopped and we came down for 
eight minutes. While the Sampaio 
Correia rolled on the waters of the 
Gulf, Chief Engineer Wilshusen diag- 
nosed the trouble as faulty fuel feed 
from the gravity tank. He pumped 
gasoline the rest of the way into Key 
West. ‘ 

Skipper Hinton had us up and on 
the job at 5 o’clock yesterday mora- 
ing, but a dead calm held the flying 
boat in St. Petersburg harbor until 
8:41, when a light breeze sprang up. 
It was enough to enable us to take to 
the air once more on our way to Rio 
de Janeiro. At that, we were unable 
to get off until Hinton had ordereJ 
thrown overboard two emergency 
water bottles and a heavy coil of 
wire, had given away a 50-pound 
lighting battery and had sold 35 gal- 
lons of gasoline to a delegation of 
the St. Petersburg Kiwanis Club who 
had gathered to give us a parting

LONDON, Aug. 22.—Of all the big 
men who guided the destinies of their 
countries through the*World War, 
who labored in Paris after the armi- 
stice on the treaty of Versailles, 
Lloyd George, the British Premier, 
alone still holds the reins in his 
hands. He is still the spry, agile, 
hard-working tenant at 10 Downing 
street, and, from all indications, he 
will not soon be dispossessed. 

Crises follow crises, domestic as 
well as international, but Lloyd 
George survives them all. His doctor 
orders a three-months’ rest; the Pre- 
mier takes three weeks as a com): 2- 
mise, works steadily during the other 
three and then is adjudged in zood 
health; perhaps with more silver in 
his hair, perhaps with deeper lines in 
his face than formerly, but ready 
once more to be the man in Brit- 
ain’s one-man government. ¢«_ 

They are now dubbing him “Lloyd 
George, the Peer Maker,” because 
he has turned out so many peets 
during his premiership. It is part of 
the attack on the honors scandal 
which existed befére he was born, 
but which, according to his critics, 
has never been quite so scandalous 
as it has been since he took over the 
reins of government. 

A Mediocre Commons. 

Apart from the dominant position 
which his forceful and courageous 
personality gives him, there are 
many of the coalitionists, and others, 
who realize that at aAhe next yveneral 
election their number is up. It is a 
mediocre hq@ise—the worst in mem- 
ory of living Englishmen, taking it 
by and large, and a large number 
were elected because in the election 
immediately after the armistice they 
promised to “hang the Kaiser’’ 
elected. | 

Of course, they are no more anx- 
fous to hear about the “hanging the 


the New York Board of Aldermen 
are anxious to be reminded that they 
gave Dr. Cook the freedom of New 
York when he returned from his 
North Pole adventurs.

Derby and Birkenhead. 


The late Lord Northcliffe once 
tried to groom Lord Derby as a 
Conservative leader, but Lord Derby 
would not flirt with the tempting 
piece of bait. It would have meant 
political destruction for him had he 
done so. Northcliffe had groomed 
others, but while the idea might 
have been attractive, they showed 
wisdom in not leading any forlorn 
hope against Lloyd George and the 
Coalition. 

Whatever Lord Birkenhead thinks 
of the coalition, he is too great a 
politician to break -.away from it 
just now. At a recent meeting of the 
Unionists the “diehard” conse-va- 
tives were frankly told that the 
country would not now return to a 
Conservative government. On _ the 
other hand, labor has no osohance 
alone to win. Its pugnacious radical 
spirits have set back its clock. To 
get anywhere labor must conclude 
a working alliance with some other 
party. It has small hopes and 
probably very little desire to link up 
with the Liberals. The Liberals are 
no more disposed to link up with la- 
bor. 

The truth is, some of the more 
radically inclined Conservatives are 
more likely to conclude some ap- 
+prochment with Labor, “a then 
only in an ineffective sense. The one 
other combination which might make 
a stir, but not for long, and would 
be of little moment to the Coalition, 
is the line-up of Lord Robert Cecil 
and a few of his supporters with a 
Liberal party led by Lord Grey. 

The fact of the matter is, the pres- 
ent coalition, if and when supplanted 
will be supplanted by another coali- 
tion, and at the present time Lioyd 
George seems the best bet for coming 
back into power again as its head. 
He may, however, decide to “get out 
from. under,” as they put it over 
here, at least for a few months, to 
recuperate and to come back at the 
psychological moment to steer the 
Ship of State again when nearing 
the rocks.

tion from the Unitéd States Supreme 
Court,” said Assbdciate Justice Jbéhn 
H. Clarke to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent at his hotel yesterday. 
He had,gbeen asked to explain his 
“philosophy of life,” he mentioned in 
his letter of resignation sent to Pras- 
ident Harding, who at once accepted 
the resignation. 


“The letter contains my philosophy 
of life,” he said. ,“I am now 65 
years old. J] want to travel and to 
pursue certain studies which the 
pressure of business in the court 
would not permit, and then I want 
to do some work and be of some 
service to my  fellow-countrymen 
which I could not do while a mem- 
ber of the court.” 

“What is the nature of the public 
work you mention?g he was asked. 

“Preaching the doctrine of the 
League of Nations,’’_was the quicl 
reply. “I believe * whole future 
of the nation depends upon. our en- 
trance in the league. Reservations 
may be necessary, or they may not 
be. The point is that we should be 
a member. Bringing my  fellow- 
countrymen to that viewpoint is the 
public work I want to do. It was a 


terrible mistake that we did not en- 


ter at the beginning. 


“How I shall go about it I do not 
know yet, but I suppose it will be by 
writing and speaking. Please make 
it plain that Il am interested in the 
United States’ entrance from an ab- 
solutely non-political and non-par- 
tisan standpoint, and it is from this 
standpoint that I will make my plea. 
Politics has no place in my scheme.

of his ambition, but the insurance 
mortality tables tell us the average 
length of time a man may live after 
65 is 10 years.

Justice Clarke belies his age. Clean 
shaven and with snowy hair, his face 
is strong and full of vitality. In dis- 
cussing his plans for the future, he 
said that he would remain in Atlantic 
City about a week ‘longer and then 
would go to the home of his sister in 
Youngstown, O. Whether he would 
“settle” in Cleveland or New York, 
he said he had not determined. 

“I spent some 20 years in Cleve- 
land and during that time was al- 
ways busy,” he says. “Even then: I 
did not have time to do all the study- 
ing I wanted to. Now I hope to be 
able to and also travel some. I like 
to travel.” 


He is a marvel physically, else he 
could not stand the strain. His chief 
relaxation is golf, or walking, or 
spending hours outdoors with his 
family or close friends. He seeks fur- 
ther relaxation on Sunday evenings 
by singing Welsh hymns in the 
privacy of his home.

Site Should Be More Central. 


It may seem a little out of place for ae | to make the 
pointy, but wouldn't it be better if the championship 
each vear were held at places nearer the center of the 
country?

the thought of making eligibility for championship play 
more difficult.

Boston Galleries “Educated.” 


Golf is taken very seriously in Boston, and the gal- 
leries here are wonderful. The matches are trailed by 
“theroughivy educated galleries.”’ so that the players 
never encounter any of the little annoyances on the 
part of galleries not well u. pon golf etiquette, that can 
easily bother the player who is not hard-boiled from 
experience. 

in Boston the enthusiasts who follow the players 
xnoew that absolute silence is to be maintained while the 
play is being made, and they show a nice deference to 
the players always.
